Senator Wadsworth emphatically denied 
the report. declaring that he has no inten- 
tion of doing anything else than seeking a 
re-election at the close of his term.

This is 
looked upon in some quarters as a splendid 
selection in the event that Secretary Weeks 
decides to resign. When the Postmaster 
was in the Senate, he was one of the most 
influential members of the Military Affairs 
Committee, and like Senator Wadsworth, 
has had military service. 

The Postmaster General has issued a 
denial as to the truth of the report. There 
is no doubt that there are a good many 
ambitious statesmen who desire to be at 
the head of the Postoffice Department. It 
is a place of great political influence and 
it is always sought by those who are plan- 
ning to get inte the game of selecting 
nominees for the National Ticket. 

It is stated that the nature of the Secre- 
tary’s illness has been magnified in the 
daily press. At his home, it was reported 
that he was on the way to recovery, and 
that he will be back in the Department in 
a week or so.

NAVY TO PARTICIPATE 
IN NORTH POLE DASH 


MacMillan Expedition to Be 
Aided By Navy Planes 
and Pilots 


PLAN COMPLETE SURVEY 


HE Navy will make another dash for 

the North Pole. Its first was the 
Peary expedition which discovered the 
Pole, despite the fraudulent claims of 
Doctor Cook, and the second will be a 
dash by the Navy Aircraft and Navy 
pilots, which will be assigned to the Mac- 
Millan Arctic Expedition, which will pene- 
trate the far North during the summer. 
and, according to MacMillan, “accomplish 
more with the use of the airplanes than 
has been accomplished in the Arctie ex- 
plorations during the past century.” 

There will be two planes assigned by 
the Navy Department to the Expedition. 
The planes will have a eruising range of 
more than 1,000 miles. The pilots and 
aviation personnel for the expedition will 
be selected from volunteers from the Naval 
Aviation personnel. Lt. Comdr. R. E. 
Byrd, who at present is on duty in the 
Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy De- 
partment, will have charge of all flight 
operations in connection with the expedi- 
tion. More than 20 applications to accom- 
pany the expedition have been received in 
_ Bureau of Aeronautics from Naval 
yers. 












































































PRESIDENT APPROVES 


The Navy’s participation in the expedi- 
tion has the endorsement of President 
Coolidge who was consulted by Secretary 
Wilbur with respect to the assignment of 
Naval planes and pilots. 

A comprehensive survey of the Arctic 
regions lying to the northward of the 
American Continent expresses in general 
terms the objects of the expedition. The 
prize in sight which MacMillan con- 
fidently predicts will be attained, is the 
survey of the only remaining blind spot on 
the map of the world—a region of more 
than a million square miles in extent lying 
between Alaska and the North Pole. 

There is believed to be an Arctic Con- 
tinent which has never been viewed by 
man. Its existence has been forecasted by 
explorers through scores of years. Their 
beliefs being predicted on tidal observa- 
tions, ice phenomena and even sight df 
land masses rising above the horizon which 
were seen and renorted by Peary and 
which MacMillan later investigated but 
was unable to confirm. MacMillan nene- 
trated the Arctic 150 miles in the direc- 
tion of the unexplored region making 23 
miles per day with dog teams. The air- 
planes are expected to wing their way out 
over the Polar Sea in the search for new 
lands at more than 120 miles ner hour. 
They will have the advantage of high alti- 
tude from which the panorama of the 
Arctie will stretch beneath them like a 
polar map. : 

It is planned to use the amphibian type 
of plane which will be able to take off and 
land on water or smooth ice. It is ex- 
pected that the Loening Amphibian type 
of plane will be used and the Army Air 
Service has been asked to cooperate in the 
loan of this type pending the receipt bv 
the Navy of similar planes now on order 
which would not be delivered in time. 

The expedition will be handled by Mac- 
Millan and undertaken as a private enter- 
nrise irrespective of the fact that he is a 
Lieutenant Commander in the Navy 
Reserve Force. 

According to present plans MaecMillan’s 
ships which have been chartered will leave

sional Committee he was asked ‘Would you 
rather have a $45,000,000 battleship or 1,000 
bombing planes?’ The questioner undoubtedly 
assumed that the two were equivalent, namely, 
that a bombing plane cost $45,000 and that you 
could build a thousand of them for the cost of 
a battleship, but the Admiral under examina- 
tion may have made a mental calculation 
something like this: It takes a thousand tons of 
an aircraft carrier costing $1,000 a ton to carry 
one bombing plane; to carry a thousand bomb- 
ing planes would require a million tons of 
shipping. This would be almost equal to the 
combined tonnage of Great Britain and Amer- 
ica in capital ships under the Treaty for the 
Limitation of Armament. It would require in 
addition to the 135,000 aircraft tonnage au- 
thorized by the Treatry 86 aircraft carriers of 
10,000 each. Thus, to take care of 1,000 _bomb- 
ing planes we would have to add 91 aircraft 
carriers to the Navy, each ship to have her 
auxiliary fighting and spotting planes. 

““*Moreover, the shore establishment of the 
Navy is about equal in value to all the ves- 
sels in the Navy, that is, about $1,500,000,000 ; 
the addition of 90 aircraft carriers to the Fleet 
would require substantial addition to the shore 
facilities, probably not equal in value to the 
cost of all of the carriers, that is $1,000,000,000, 
but at least a substantial addition to the pres- 
ent shore facilities. To man these 91 ships 
would also require that the personnel of the 
Navy to be about doubled and the annual ap- 
propriations increased by about $100,000,000. 

“After this hasty mental approximation of 
the result involved in the addition of 1,000 
bombing planes to the Navy, the witness, who 
believed in both a surface Navy and in the 
expansion of the Naval Aircraft program, 
answered that he would prefer the 1,000 
bombing planes. Of course I do not pretend 
to say that I have correctly portrayed the 
mental operations of this witness, but the 
suggestion illustrates the implications involved 
in a substantial addition to the naval air 
force. 

“In this connection it should be observed 
also that in the proposition advanced before 
the last Congress for the unification of the air 
force, it was provided that all aircraft car- 
riers should be turned over to the new depart- 
ment. Thus this great ship, the Saratoga, de- 
signed and built under the supervision of the 
Engineering and Construction Corps of the 
Navy was to be turned over to this new or- 
ganization, because, although our Naval officers 
were sufficiently progressive to design, con- 
ceive, construct and put in commission the 
new ship, it was believed by the proponents of 
the measure that they were not sufficiently 
progressive to operate the ships. 

“The Saratoga launched today is not only 
significant because of its historical background, 
not only significant because it is a concrete 
evidence of the existence and purpose and 
effect of the agreement for the Limitation of 


Naval Armament, but also because of its 
scientific equipment.” 
ADMIRAL MOFFETT SPEAKS 


Admiral Moffett pointed out that the 
Navy, as early as 1911, appreciated the 
possibility of aviation, and that a_few 
naval officers, who volunteered for duty, 


were assigned to course of instructions 
under the Wright brothers, and Glenn 
Curtis. Following the history of avia- 


tion in the Navy, through the Great. War, 
he took up the subject of the activities 
of the Navy in recent years. Continuing, 
he said: 

“Since the war naval aviation has been de- 
veloped along lines to make it a service to the 
fleet at sea. Operations from shore bases met 
the exigencies of the situation as regards anti- 
submarine warfare, but naval aviation must 
be an integral part of the naval forces in or- 
der to best serve them. 

“Airplanes for ships and ships for airplanes 
expresses the naval air problem, and its solu- 
tion is represented in the development of the 
past four years. 

“The aircraft carriers give ships to the 
planes. The carrier for naval aircraft is a 
new type of naval vessel which is designed to 
carry large numbers of every type of naval 
plane. Scouts, bombers, torpedo planes, and 
combat planes are all included in the aircraft 
to be found on the carrier, for it is a mobile 
air base which travels with the fleet and car- 
ries the air force essential to the operations 
of the surface ships. The U.S.S. Langley at 
the present time is the only carrier in the 
Navy. By the terms of the limitation of arm- 
ament treaty this country is allowed a tonnage 
of 135,000 in aircraft carriers. At the present 
time provision has been made for but half of 
this allowance. Two battle cruisers which 
otherwise would have been scrapped by the 
treaty are being converted to aircraft carriers, 
and these ships will supply the fleet with its 
mobile air force supplemented by the planes 
which are carried by the fighting ships them- 
selves. 


“One of these ships, the Saratoga, a mag- 


nificent vessel and the largest ship ever 
— yaa in this country, glided into the water 
t y. 


“I naval aviation we have been working on 
this problem instead of worrying about the 
system. In the last four years we have built 
an experimental carrier and now we are 
launching a first line ship of this type, we 
have operated seaplane tenders with the fleet, 
we have developed the best engines and air- 
craft in the world, built catapults to launch 
them, and we have sent them to sea with the 
fleet. We have built and operated rigid air- 
ships like the Shenandoah. We have gone 
ahead steadily and surely. We will continue 
on but we need men and officers to be trained 
in aviation; we need money for new carriers 
and aircraft for them. President Coolidge has 
asked Congress for this. We need more offi- 
cers and men right away. The Navy must not 
be reduced in men or money to permit this 
development. It has little enough as it is. 
With men and money we will put our naval 
aviation at sea on the backs of the fleet where 
it will be most effective as a defense for the 
country.” 

“Aircraft carriers,” said Captain Gher- 
radi, in course of a very interseting talk, 
“such as the Saratoga, have born of the 
necessity of having airplanes at any point 
of the ocean, where a Fleet may have to 
fight.” 

“Each year sees an increase in the number 
ae effectiveness of planes operating with the 
eet. 

“We of the Navy believe that our part in 
relation to the air is important, and we believe 
that, if the mission of our naval air forces is 
properly and thoroughly worked out in con- 
junction with our other forces, this country will 
be safe from aggression and safe from assault 
either from the air or the sea. To that end we 
have this Saratoga and her sister ship the 
Lexington. 


D.C. SUPREME COURT TO 
RESTRAIN COMPTROLLER 


HILE Justice Hoehling, of the Dis- 

trict Supreme Court has announced 
that he will issue a restraining order, pre- 
venting the Comptroller General from 
checking the pay of Lt. William D. 
Thomas, U.S.N., he has not signed the de- 
eree. He has the decree under considera- 
tion and is expected to sign it at any 
moment. As previously announced, Jus- 
tice Hoehling refused to issue a_ blanket 
injunction against the Comptroller, cov- 
ering 61 other officers who joined in the 
suit with Thomas. The court ruled that 
each officer must file a separate suit. 

The Cox case is still pending in the 
Court of Appeals, having been taken there 
from the District Supreme Court. Lieu- 
tenant Cox, under the order of the court, 
has received the pay which was originally 
withheld by the Comptroller General. The 
briefs of the Government, and of the prose- 
cution have been filed, and it is expected 
that the Court of Appeals will hear the 
Cox case argued in the near future. 

In both cases, the issue depends almost 
entirely, it is said, on the interpretation 
of Section 1266 of the Revised Statutes, 
which is the authority for suspending pay- 
ment of the plaintiff's salary. ‘This sece- 
tion reads: 

“No money shall be paid to any person for 
his compensation who is in arrears to the 
United States, until he has accounted for and 
paid into the Treasury all sums for which he 
may be liable. In all cases where the pay or 
salary of any person is withheld in pursuance 
of this section, the accounting officer of the 
Treasury, if required to do so by the party, 
his agent or attorney, shall report forthwith 
to the Solicitor of the Treasury the balance 
due; and the solicitor shall, within sixty days, 
order suit to be commenced against such de- 
linquent and his sureties.” 

The attorneys for the officers contend 
that the Comptroller General can not 
withhold any part of the officers’ salary, 
but must be required to bring suit, as pro- 
vided for in the section quoted. The Ac- 
counting Office of the Treasury as set forth 
in this section, is required to report to the 
Solicitor of the Treasury, the balance due 
“and the Solicitor shall, within 60 days, 
order a suit to be commenced against such 
delinquent and his securities.” 

The Attorney General is quoted fre- 
quently by the attorneys for the officers, 
in support of their contentions before the 
court. This creates an anomaly under 
which the officers of the Government are 
divided upon the question of the rights 
of the Comptroller General. 


EUROPEAN FLEET COMMAND

MacMillan Expedition to Be 
Aided By Navy Planes 
and Pilots

Wiscasset, Maine, about June 15 and pro- 
ceed northward skirting the Labrador 
Coast as far as Naine. From here Davis 
Strait will be crossed to the Greenland 
shore. An important feature of the 
expedition will be the exploration of 
ancient Norse ruins in Labrador and 
Greenland. 

The expedition will push northward 
through Baffin Sea and across the dread 
Mellville Bay (where the worst ice con- 
ditions of the voyage are anticipated) to 
Ftah. If ice conditions permit MacMillan 
will proceed through Smith Sound to Ken- 
nedy Channel and from this vicinity will 
base further operations. 

In this locality the air assault on the 
impregnable Arctic wastes will be launched. 
The airplanes under the direction of 
Lieutenant Commander Byrd will attempt 
te establish an advance base at the 
northern point of Axel Heiburg Land. 
They will make a series of portage flights 
from the ship to the advance base carrying 
quantities of fuel, food and other supplies. 
This base will be established at a distance 
of approximately 250 miles by air line 
from the probable location of the ship. 

Working from the advance base on Axel 
Heiburg the planes, according to present 
plans, will fiy out over the great 
unknown region of the Arctic whose 
secrets have been held inviolate since the 
beginning of time. The planes will strike 
first in the direction of the problematical 
Crocker Land. This illusive domain has 
been reported several times in the history 
of the Arctic and has been drawn in, and 
erased from maps of the Polar area. 
Peary estimated it to be 120 miles from 
Axel Heiburg. MacMillan explored 150 
miles in this direction without locating it. 
But at the point from which he turned 
back he described what appeared to be land 
masses rising above the horizon. 

It is planned to visit Cape Colombia 
(Peary’s jumping off place) by air and 
obtain copies of the vitally important 
records which Peary left there. The cen- 
tral portions of Axel Heiburg land will be 
explored from the air. The planes will fly 
over the Greenland Ice Cap _ obtaining 
valuable scientific data and a photographic 
record in these two regions where no man 
has ever before penetrated. Complete air 
equipment will be carried for scientific ob- 
servations and records. 


TO RECORD TEMPERATURES 


The temperatures of the upper air strata 
of the Arctic will be recorded and may 
furnish new information of meteorological 
phenomena of the far North. It is alto- 
gether probable that the planes will find 
warmer temperatures at increased altitudes 
because of the 24 hours of sunlight which 
characterize the Arctic day in summer. 
Travel through even the known localities 
of this region has hitherto been on the 
surface and it is believed that the lower 
temperatures encountered are due to the 
refrigeration effect of the hold-over ice 
from the frozen winter months. 

Complete photographic equipment will 
be included in the expedition including 
motion picture cameras, still picture 
cameras and mapping cameras. The map- 
ping cameras which will be installed in 
the planes will be capable of continuous 
running for two hours. They will make an 
accurate map of the territory over which 
they fly such as would probably never be 
nade in the next century by other means. 
taffin Land in the vicinity of the mag- 
netic north pole will be mapped by this 
method as will also Ellesmere Land. 
Those regions have been the subject of 
laborious investigations by MacMillan for 
years, with particular reference to mag- 
netic phenomena. 

The radio equipment of the expedition 
will be of especial interest. E. F. Me- 
Donald of Chicago is giving particular 
attention to these details. Mr. McDonald 
is President of the Radio Broadcasters 
League and is assembling the finest radio 
equipment procurable for the expedition.

SUGGESTIONS GIVEN 


Recommendations Made By 
School of Instruction 
Announced 


EFFICIENCY IS LAUDED 


S was announced in last week’s ARMY 
A anp Navy JOURNAL, the following is 
a continuation of the recommendations 
ydopted at the School of Instruction for 


the Adjutants General of the several 
states. held in Washington, D. C., from 
March 5 to 10. The following conclude 


the recommendations made: is.’ 

“It is recommended that the existing 
policy of the Militia Bureau which limits 
expenditures of Federal funds for, corres- 
pondence courses to the supply of lesson 
sheets for the Army correspondence 
courses and furnishes no textbooks or ma- 
terials for use solely in correspondence 
courses of any kind should be continued 
in force during the fiscal year 1926. 

“It is recommended that the blank forms 
required for use by units upon mobiliza- 
tion, in the quantities stated for each com- 
pany field desk, be supplied to the Adju- 
tant General of each state to be kept in 
the custody of that officer until required 
for mobilization purposes. 

‘It is recommended that the Annual 
Armory Inspection report be amended to 
omit reference to the contents of. field 
desks except when state orders are in ef- 
fect. : 

“It is the opinion of this convention 
that the Militia Bureau, as now consti- 
tuted. has functioned efficiently during the 
past three years and that the information 
disseminated to the National Guard by the 
Bureau has become increasingly more val- 
unable and important. 


URGES INCREASED PERSONNEL 


“The convention further feels that the 
Bureau has achieved a high standard of 
efliciency in spite of severe handicaps im- 
posed by lack of adequate appropriations 
und by the serious lack of sufficient per- 
sunnel to man the Bureau and therefore 
endorses the present efficiency of the 
Bureau and recommends that the War De- 
partment, without further delay, take such 
steps as will assure the assignment of 
such additional clerical personnel as will 
be necessary to meet the present require- 
ments. 

“It is recommended that no uniform 
type of mobilization plan for the office of 
the State Adjutant General should be 
urged upon State Adjutants General. 

“It is recommended that a mobilization 
plan should be made by each State Adju- 
tant General but that the type of plan 
should be left to each State Adjutant Gen- 
eral concerned. 

“It is recommended that each State Ad- 
jutant General, either through corres- 
pondence or by verbal conferences with 
the Corps Area Commander assure him- 
self that the mobilization plans of his 
office facilitate in every possible way the 
operation of the mobilization plans of 
Corps Area Commanders. 

“It is recommended that there should 
he but one unit mobilization plan for each 
unit of the National Guard, which should 
cover the period prior to assumption of 
Federal control as well as the period after 
such control. 


ASK CLOSE COOPERATION 


“There should be the closest cooperation 
between the Corps Area Commander and 
the Adjutant General of the state con- 
cerned in forming this plan. In forming 
this plan the Corps Area Commander 
should address all communications con- 
cerning same to the Adjutant General of 
the state concerned, informing him of the 
Corps Area Commander's views on the sub- 
ject. 

“It is recommended that no change be 
made in the number of National Guard 
officers on duty in the Militia Bureau. 

“It is recommended that, while the War 
Department mobilization plan in which 
certain National Guard units are placed 
in the Reserve category is sound, but, in 
view of the fact that the states may de- 
sire, between the present time and plus 
25 days to organize certain units which 
ure now in the deferred class, that the 
Chief, Militia Bureau, communicate with 
the Adjutants General of the several 


states concerned upon the subject. and defi- 
nitely determine what units now in the de- 
ferred class are desired by the state. 





“Plans for the organization of units so EXAM FOR U.S. ARMY 


desired should be worked out by the sev- 
eral states and submitted to the Chief, 
Militia Bureau, and if and when approved 
by the War Department such units will be 
removed from the Reserve and placed in 
the National Guard category. 

“It is recommended that the Chief, 
Militia Bureau, be requested to appoint a 
committee, composed of one representative 
from each Corps Area to consider the prac- 
tical application of the National Defense 
Act and to study the question of the neces- 
sity of recommending to the Secretary of 
War that a study be made of this Act, 
looking toward a general revisioa of same. 

“Be it resolved that it is the sense of 
this convention that the administration of 
the National Guard by the Militia Bureau 
under a National Guard Chief of Bureau 
has been so satisfactorily and sympatheti- 
cally conducted, that the present system 
is most heartily commended.”

UMPIRES AND ASSISTANTS 
LEAVE FOR MANEUVERS 


| accordance with regulations of the 
Joint Army and Navy Board governing 
the grand joint maneuvers to be held in 
the Hawaiian Islands during the latter 
part of April, the chief umpires and their 
assistants left Washington for San Fran- 
cisco, en route to Hawaii on Sunday, 
April 5. 

Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, Chief of Staff 
of the Army, and Adm. Robert E. Coontz, 
Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet, have been designated as chief um- 
pires. Lt. Col. Walter Kruger, General 
Staff, has been detailed as assistant to 
General Hines, and Capt. Sinclair Gannon, 
of the Navy, as assistant to Admiral 
Coontz. The senior umpire of the Black 
Forces will be Brig. Gen. LeRoy Eltinge, 
General Staff, a member of the Joint Army 
and Navy Board, and his assistants will 
be Maj. J. J. Bain, General Staff, for the 
Army, and Capt. W. R. Sayles for the 
Navy. The senior umpire for the Blue 
Fleet will be Capt. William H. Standley, 
U.S.N., member of the Joint Board, and 
he will have detailed as his assistants Col. 
R. M. Cutts, U. S. Marine Corps, a mem- 
ber of the Joint Planning Committee; Maj. 
Arthur W. Lane, General Staff, for the 
Army, and Capt. A. W. Marshall repre- 
senting the Navy. Brief sketches of all the 
above-named officers are given herein. 

The Regulations for Joint Army and 
Navy Exercises, among other things, pro- 
vide that ‘the object of joint exercises is 
to train Army and Navy forces in joint 
operations and to test existing joint opera- 
tions plans predicated thereon, the suffi- 
ciency of means provided for the defense of 
various localities, and the adequacy of 
plans for their employment under condi- 
tions as closely approximately those of war 
as possible.” 

These regulations also provide that “the 
problem for a grand joint exercise shall 
habitually be prepared by the Joint Board 
* * * ond also that “the conduct of 
joint exercise shall habitually be supervised 
by: 

(a) The chief umpires; 

(b). A senior umpire—Blue; 

(ec) A senior umpire—Black; and | 

(d) Such umpires and assistant umpires 
as may be necessary.” 


It is clearly evident from the foregoing 
that problems must necessarily be drawn 
so as to accomplish “the object of joint 
exercises,” and that the function of the 
umpires is to see that the problem is car- 
ried out in accordance with its provisions 
and does the most toward attaining the 
objective. 

It should be clearly evident also that the 
question of “who wins the war’ will have 
no place in the action and decision of the 
umpires. In fact, and in order to obtain 
the greatest good from the problem the 
umpires may make arbitrary decisions con- 
trary to actual conditions, in order to bring 
home to the services further tactical or 
strategical lessons. 

The greatest value in playing problems 
of this nature comes from the critique 
which is held at the conclusion of the 
problem, and it is the function of the 
umpires to record incidents and occur- 
rences so that a complete picture of the 
problem may be presented at the conference 
and critique.

DEATH PENALTY STAYS 


CCORDING to report, the British Par- 

liament rejected an amendment offered 
by the British Labor Party to abolish the 
death penalty in the British Army. The 
vote was 320 to 156 against the proposal. 
Those who favored the retention of the 
penalty pointed out that only 287 officers 
and enlisted men were executed during the 
entire World War. 








COMMISSIONS COMING 


Announces Requirements for 
Eligibility to Take 


June Tests 


FORTY VACANCIES EXIST 


A® previously announced by the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL, a final competi- 
tive. examination of applicants for ap- 
pointment as second lieutenants, Regular 
Army, will be held during the week of 
June 15-20, 1925, for the primary pur- 
pose of filling approximately 40 vacancies 
in the seven combatant branches—lInfan- 
try, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artil- 
lery, Air Service, Corps of Engineers, and 
Signal Corps—which, according to the 
present War Department estimates, will 
remain after the 1925 class of the United 
States Military Academy are appointed. 
All classes of eligibles prescribed in 
Section 24e of the Act of June 4, 1920, 
may compete in the examination, but it 
will not be open to candidates for ap- 
pointment in the Philippine Scouts. 


LIMIT TO COMMISSIONS 


Owing to the limited number of esti- 
mated vacancies no assurance can be giv- 
en that all successful competitors will re- 
ceive commissions, especially in view of 
the fact that in accordance with the pro- 
visions of law preference must be given, 
in making selections, of successful candi- 
dates, to warrant officers and enlisted 
men of the regular establishment with at 
least two years’ service, before the other 
classes of eligibles can be considered. 

Applications should be submitted to the 
commanding generals of the Corps Areas 
in which the individual applicants reside, 
or to the commanding officer of the near- 
est military post or station. These ap- 
plications will be submitted on the pre- 
scribed form No. 62, A.G.O., copies of 
which can be obtained from the Adjutant 
General of the Army, Washington, D. C., 
or from Corps Area commanders. 

The requirements for appointment as 
second lieutenants, Regular Army, are 
prescribed in Army Regulations 605-5, 
which regulations also contain complete 
information concerning the submission of 
applications, and scope and conduct of 
the examinations. Copies of these regu- 
lations may be obtained from Corps Area 
commanders, commanding officers of posts 
and stations, and the Adjutant General of 
the Army. In connection with the eligi- 
bility of candidates special attention is 
invited to the following provisions of the 
regulations : 

(a) Eligibility for appointment is fixed 
by law and requests for exceptions can- 
not, therefore, receive consideration by 
the War Department. The age at the 
time of appointment must be between 21 
and 30 years. 

(b) A candidate must be a citizen of 
the United States. 

(c) At the time of the final examina- 
tion each candidate must be in one of the 
following classes: 

1. A warrant officer or enlisted man 
of the Regular Army having at least two 
years’ service. 

2. A Reserve Officer or a 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

3. An officer, warrant officer, 
listed man of the National Guard. 

graduate of a technical institu- 
tion approved by the Secretary of War. 

(d) Candidates from civil life who 
pass the preliminary examination and 
who are not members of one of the classes 
enumerated above will, for the purpose 
of eligibility, be enlisted in the Reserve 
Corps. The Corps Area commanders will 
arrange for such enlistments. 

The preliminary examination may be 
conducted at any time under the super- 
vision and at the discretion of the Corps 
Area commanders. This examination 
consists of an inquiry into the physical, 
moral and mental qualifications of an ap- 
plicant to determine whether or not he 
has the requisite qualifications to justify 
his proceeding with the final examina- 
tion. Such preliminary examination will 
avoid inconveniences and unnecessary ex- 
penses to both the applicant and the Gov- 
ernment in many cases. 


FINAL EXAM SAME 


The final examination will be held simul- 
taneously throughout the country and is 
the same for all candidates. The scope 
of the basic mental examination is such 
as to insure the Army securing men of 
the requisite educational foundations to 
satisfactorily follow a career as a com- 


member of 


or en- 


missioned officer. The elementary part of 
this examination embraces the subjects of 
history, grammar, geography, arithmetic, 
algebra, geometry, trigonometry and phy- 
sics. The advanced part of the examina- 
tion consists of a large number of sub- 
jects including mafthematies, advanced 
mechanics, surveying, languages, litera- 
ture, electricity, chemistry, law and minor 
tactics. Examination is required in but 
three of the subjects of the advanced 
group to be selected by the candidate. 

Candidates for appointment in the Corps 
of Engineers, Signal Corps, and Ordnance 
Department are required to satisfy cer- 
tain technical requirements, either by spe- 
cial examination, in addition to the basic 
examination, or by virtue of having grad- 
uated from recognized technical schools. 

Liberal exemptions from examination in 
various subjects are provided by the reg- 
ulations according to the education, train- 
ing and experience of the candidate. The 
granting of exemptions has been placed 
entirely in the hands of the examining 
boards convened by the Corps Area com- 
manders and requests for exemption will 
not be considered by the War Department. 

_Each candidate is permitted to express 
his first and second choices of the 
branches of the Service in which he de- 
sires appointment. In making appoint- 
ments, however, while the preference of 
each candidate will be given due consid- 
eration, the War Department reserves the 
right to assign them to such branches as 
may be necessary. 

Should the number of successful candi- 
dates exceed the number of available 
vacancies no eligible list of such qualified 
candidates will be maintained for future 
appointment, as experience has proven that 
such eligible lists are unsatisfactory both 
to the Government and to the individual.

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NAVY AIR NOTES 


TT’ HE announcement that Navy fliers were 
to be assigned to the MacMillan North 
Pole Expedition brought 27 volunteers for 
the service within 24 hours. Fliers 
throughout the Navy are greeting the 
prospect with enthusiasm, and the authori- 
ties in the Navy Department now realize 
that they have before them a difficult task 
in selecting the fliers for the expedition. 
There is no doubt that there will be a 
great many disappointed Naval air men 
when the announcement of the names of 
those who have been detailed, is made. 

The manner in which this is being re- 
ceived is regarded with more than ordi- 
nary significance at the Department. It 
is the purpose of those in authority to 
develop what they call a Flying Navy. By 
employing the detail system, it is proposed 
to develop a large number of fliers and 
observers among the younger officers of 
the Navy. In this policy, it is believed 
that at least one-third of the officers of 
the Navy should at one time have service 
in the flying arm of the Navy. The theory 
is held that officers and enlisted men should 
take a course in flying, the same as in en- 
gineering or in submarine work. Eventual- 
ly a large proportion of the flag officers 
will have had a course in aviation, which 
it is pointed out will qualify them to use 
an air force effectively when they are in 
command of the larger units of the Fleet.

NoTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET

THE United States Fleet based on the 
San Pedro-San Diego Area got under- 
way on April 3 for San Francisco. All 
ships of the Fleet present in the Pacific 
assembled off Point Fermin at San Pedro 
and passed in review before a tremendous 
crowd of people that came from all parts 
of Southern California to witness the de- 
parture of the Fleet. The Mayor of Los 
Angeles and a large party of prominent 
officials watched the passage of the Fleet 
in review from the Subchaser 306 which 
had been loaned them for this occasion. 
The last week of the Fleet's stay in 
Southern California was filled with nunier- 
ous entertainments for officers and men. 
The ships received hundreds of visitors 
each afternoon and at night the ships at 
San Pedro were illuminated and drew 
crowds of people from inland cities. The 
principal affair of the week was a large 
luncheon given by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Los Angeles in honor of officers 
of the Fleet. This luncheon was attended 
by Admirals Coontz and Robison, Vice 
Admiral McKean, Rear Admirals Ma- 
gruder, Ziegemeier, Pratt and Marvell, and 
ubout 30 captains.

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


THILE there is a depressing block in 
\ promotion in the lower grades of the 
Army, the War Department is refusing to 
approve applications for retirement for 
more than 30 years’ service. It is stated 
that within the last six or seven months, 
40 applications for retirement under this 
law have been disapproved. | 

In reply to why such action has been 
taken by the Department, attention 1s 
called to a memorandum on the subject, 
which. it is said, has been in effect for 
almost a year. In this memorandum on 
the policy of the War Department, it is 
stated : ‘ 

“Applications for retirement after 30 
years’ service will be approved only under 
exceptional circumstances, provided there 
are yacancies on the limited list.” 

It is admitted that there are now some 
vacancies in the limited list, and the gen- 
eral disapproval of application for retire- 
ments is not based upon the lack of 
vacancies on the limited list. The great 
economy eraze is said to be one of the 
considerations in the adoption of _ this 
policy. The greatest factor in the situa- 
tion is held to be the fear that Congress 
might investigate or take some action with 
regard to the retired list. 

Frequently, in these columns, an attempt 
has been made to show that any fear of a 
serious disturbance of the retired list of 
the Services is groundless. The whole 
tendency in Governmental affairs and in 
large private concerns is toward the main- 
tenance of a retired list for men who ren- 
der faithful service. 

The managers of great industrial con- 
cerns after a thorough investigation have 
reached the conclusion that retirement for 
old and disabled employees is a good 
investment. They have gone into it con- 
servatively and earefully analyzed the 
effects of retirement upon the efficiency of 
their organizations, and have reached the 
conclusion that it helped produce dividends 
for the stockholders. 

GRIGINATED IN ARMY 

TT: HE retired list in this country really 

izinated with the Military Service, ac- 
covling to report. It is really the founda- 
tion for the retirement system that 
extended, not only to civilian 
Government employees, but to the em- 
ployees of private concerns. Any attempt 
to pull the foundation from under the re- 
tirement system will meet with determined 
opposition outside of the Services, 
observers declare. What has been said in 
Congress on the subject has generally been 
in the heat of debate, and no serious effort 
has ever been made to have.it considered 
in a committee or on the floor of either 
house. 

A retired list means more to the Army 
and Navy than it does to the industries of 
the country, officers say. As illustrated in 
the World War, a retired list furnishes a 
corps of experienced and well trained 
officers, who can be called into the service 
for staff work and relieve younger officers 
for duty in the field. A retired list is part 
of the preparedness of the country. The 
fact that a retired officer may be employed 
by some concern really adds to his value 
to the country in the event of war, many 
say. He comes back to the service of his 
country in time of danger with an experi- 
ence that makes him more valuable than if 
he had remained in the Army, they claim. 

More than this, as has been frequently 
declared, it is the young men who win a 
war. This should be qualified by the state- 
ment that it is young men with training 
and service in the higher grades. If the 
War Department should pursue a more 
liberal policy, it could not only give some 
relief to the block in retirement for junior 
officers. but give the Army younger men in 
the higher grades. There is not much 
doubt that there would be a great many 
more than 40 officers in the Army applying 
for retirement after 30 years, if they were 
given some encouragement. Such a policy 
would not only increase the flow of pro- 
motion, officers assert, but would augment 
the efficiency of the Regular Army of 
which so much is being demanded in the 
developing of the Army of United States. 

GUN ELEVATION IN SIGHT 

R EPORTS have become current recently 

that the Administration will go to 
Congress at next session and ask for appro- 
priations for the elevation of the guns of 
the older battleships. It is reported that 
even in the State Department there is an 
impression that the refusal of the Amer- 
ican Government to bring the range of the 
older ships up to that of the British and 
Japanese Navies by elevating the guns has 
not in any way influenced the policy of the 
other great Naval powers. Great Britain 
and Japan, according to the latest informa- 
tion, are building up to the limit of the 
treaty.

It is not known that the American State 
Department has protested against the 
Rodney and ‘Nelson, which are just as 
much aircraft carriers as the Saratoga 
will be when completed, although by the 
British authorities they are classed as bat- 
tleships. At the same time, the State De- 
partment must have recognized that these 
two ships are clearly an evasion of the 
spirit of the treaty, it is said. Aircraft 
carriers, under the Treaty, are not to be 
armed as battleships. At the same time, 
the Rodney and Nelson will exceed the 
tonnage authorized by the treaty for air- 
craft carriers. 

It is stated that if the State Depart- 
ment will take the advice of the Naval 
authorities, it will make some inquiries as 
te the legality of the Rodney and Nelson 
under the treaty. In some quarters it is 
believed that instead of making inquiries, 
the State Department will approve of the 
Navy Department’s recommendation for 
the elevation of the guns of the older bat- 
tleships, and thus go ahead with the pro- 
gram, abandoning the position that such 
action would renew competition in Naval 
construction. The competition is going 
forward despite the disposition of the 
Administration not to go to the limit that 
is authorized by the Treaty. 

In all the controversy, observers assert 
that the Washington Government has 
never conceded that the elevation of the 
guns would be contrary to the treaty. The 
Administration has really in this manner 
borrowed the Bryan pacifist idea of dis- 
arming by example. This, as was antici- 
pated by some of the most astute diplo- 
mats, has not been a_ success. The 
original Arms Conference was made pos- 
sible only through the prospect of the 
American Navy becoming as powerful as 
the British and Japanese sea forces by 
carrying out the building program of 1916. 

A greater part of this construction was 
already laid down, and the other great 
Naval powers were aware that the Wash- 
ington Government had the money and 
that in a few years, the American Navy 
would be the over-shadowing power of the 
sea. 

LIMITATIONS HURT U.S. 


NDER these conditions, when President 

Harding suggested a conference for the 
limitation of armament, not only Great 
Britain, but Japan hastened to accept his 
proposal. The Treaty went as far as 
limiting capital ship construction, where 
the American Navy would have been the 
strongest. When this was accomplished, 
the conference adjourned, and another will 
not be held, it is thought in well-informed 
circles, until the Washington Government 
at least theatens to build a program of 
auxiliaries not included in the Treaty, 
which will give the American Navy pre- 
dominant strength. 

Another way to bring about a limitation, 
according to Naval officers, will be for the 
Washington Government to build up to the 
limit in the modernization and_ the 
strengthening of its Battle Fleet. This, in 
some quarters, is believed to be the policy 
that will be followed by the Administra- 
tion when Congress convenes. It is pos- 
sible that even before Congress convenes 
there will be a movement along these lines. 


LAUDERDALE CASE CONTINUES 


THE end of the Lauderddle case is not 
yet in sight. It was assumed that 
under the law giving retired officers credit 
for service at educational institutions, that 
Capt. Clarence E. Lauderdale, U.S.A., re- 
tired, would be promoted to the grade of 
Colonel. By the usual methods of_count- 
ing service, it was assumed that Captain 
Lauderdale would be advanced to that 
grade. But the War Department _has 
ruled that Captain Lauderdale is entitled 
to promotion only to the grade of Major and 
orders to this effect have been issued. 

The irony of the decision of the War 
Department is that it is extremely doubt- 
ful whether Congress would have passed 
the legislaiton that it did at last session, 
giving retired officers credit for active duty 
at colleges and thus reversing the Comp- 
troller General’s decision, if it had not 
been for the suit brought by now Major 
Lauderdale. The brief filed in that case 
was used in Congress, and Chairman 
McKenzie became convinced that the re- 
tired officers would receive relief from the 
Court of Claims if the Vestal bill was not 
passed. 

It was on this account that Mr. Mce- 
Kenzie permitted the Vestal bill to go 
through, which it is hoped, will give the 
retired officers credit as was intended 
originally by Congress. Of course, all of 
the claims of the retired officers under this 
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new law have not gotten through the 
Comptroller General and he may render 
and opinion interpreting in his own way 
the plain language of the law. Major 
Lauderdale, according to the War Depart- 
ment’s decision, will be compelled to fight 
for his rights in the Courts. 


NEW N.I. INFORMATION CHIEF 


C OMDR. JOHN T. G. STAPLER has 
relieved Comdr. Halsey Powell as Chief 
of the Information Section in the Office of 
Naval Intelligence, of the Department. 
This assignment corresponds to the Press 
Relations Office in the War Department, 
and is now recognized as one of the most 
important assignments in the Department. 

It is so important that the matter of 
selecting an officer to succeed Comdr. 
Powell was taken up at a conference of 
Secretary of Navy and Chief of Naval 
Operations. Year by year, it becomes more 
apparent that the Navy must take into 
consideration its relations with the press 
of the country. It is only through pre- 
senting the merits of its cause to the press 
that the Navy can be defended against 
the constant attacks of the anti-prepared- 
ness forces. To do this, it is now fully 
realized that an officer specially equipped 
for the duty should be selected by those 
high in authority. Commander Stapler 
was selected because of his untiring efforts 
and splendid record as one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Navy Department at the 
Capitol three years ago, when a drive was 
being made to reduce the Navy under a 
guise of complying with the terms of the 
Treaty. 

At a farewell affair given by the news- 
papermen who cover the Navy Department 
to Commander Powell, the stamp of ap- 
proval was placed on Commander Stapler 
by “christening” him “Jack.” He is now 
no longer known by his correspondents 
around the Press Room as Commander 
Stapler, but as “Jack.” His predecessor 
was known as “Halsey.” 

SECRECY FOR PUBLICITY 

OMEONE high in authority is endeavor- 

ing to secure publicity extraordinary 
for the trip of the Fleet to Australia, ac- 
cording to report. This attempt is being 
made by an alleged prohibition against any 
correspondents accompanying the Fleet 
any further than Hawaii. It is stated that 
the matter has not been finally settled, 
but if this policy is pursued, the readers 
of the daily press and possibly the maga- 
zines must be prepared to read some fan- 
tastic stories of the trip to Australia. 

No better method can be employed for 
the publicity than to surround an event 
with mystery, by excluding newspaper 
men from attending it. A striking illus- 
tration of this is the executive sessions of 
the Senate. Unless there is something 
extraordinary happening on the floor in 
open session, the correspondents pay very 
little attention to the proceedings. They 
only give accounts of the passage of a 
bill, resolution, or some heated debate. 
But let the Senate go into executive ses- 
sion, and all correspondents are on tip- 
toes. Furthermore, they proceed to get 
detailed accounts of what happened in 
executive session. An executive session of 
30 minutes is apt to produce a column 
for the first page of every paper in the 
country, while an all-day open session will 
be covered in a few paragraphs run on 
the inside page. 

It is virtually proposed to put the Fleet 
after it leaves Honolulu, into executive 
session. The metropolitan papers will take 
this as an opportunity for extraordinary 
journalistic feats. It would not be sur- 
prising if some of the large papers should 
charter a fast yacht and follow the Fleet 
to Australia and return. Those sponsoring 
the project apparently felt sure that noth- 
ing produces publicity like secrecy or mys- 
tery. 

NORTH POLE DISCOVERY 


THE Civil Engineer Corps of the Navy 
joined with the Adm. Robert B. Peary 
Ship, No. 427, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
and the Geographic Society in celebrating 
the sixteenth anniversary of the discovery 
of the North Pole, at the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, on April 6. The cere- 
mony partook of the nature of a tribute to 
the memory of Admiral Peary and was 
conducted at the grave of the discoverer. 

Rear Adm. Luther E. Gregory, Chief of 
the Corps of Civil Engineers, the speaker 
of the occasion, paid a high tribute to 
Admiral Peary. Capt. E. W. Scott (ChC.), 
U.S.N., was master of ceremonies. Dr. 
J. Howard Gore, representing the National 
Geographic Society, placed a wreath upon 


the grave of Admiral Peary, as did the 
Veterans of the Foreign Wars. A detach- 
ment of the United States Marine Corps 
fired a salute over the grave of the dis- 
coverer, and the United States Navy Band 
furnished the music for the program. 


Lt. T. L. Kirkpatrick (ChC.), U.S.N., 


pronounced the invocation and the bene- 
diction. 
NAVY BUREAU ASSIGNMENTS 


W HEN he announced that Rear Adm. 

Julian Latimer is to be assigned to 
the Special Service Squadron, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy declared that he intended 
to take up with the President the matter 
of selecting a new Judge Advocate General 
for the Navy. At the same time, it is 
thought that the Secretary will take up 
with the President the matter of selecting 
a new Chief for the Supply Corps and a 
new Chief for the Bureau of Engineering. 
Rear Adm. J. K. Robison, Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineers, will come under the 
announced policy of the Secretary that no 
more Bureau Chiefs will be appointed, al- 
though his term does not close until Sep- 
tember. 

The delay in selecting a relief for the 
Judge Advocate General and Chief of the 
Supply Corps, it is stated, is responsible 
for the postponement of the detail of the 
flag officers who are to join the Fleet be- 
tween now and June. Until the shore sta- 
tion assignments are arranged, the officers 
who are to command the Asiatic-European 
and other large units of the Fleet, will 
not be selected. 

It is expected that Admiral Coontz will 
go to the General Board, upon his, relief 
as Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Fleet. In this connection, it is 
stated that the Secretary of Navy has 
under consideration the gradual adoption 
of a policy which will enlarge the func- 
tions of the General Board, until they 
correspond more closely with those of the 
War Department General Staff. 

WANTS CLOSER ORGANIZATION 
I? is said that the Secretary of Navy, 
more than any other head of the Navy 
Department in recent years, is convinced 
that the War Department's organization 
is superior to that of the Navy Depart- 


ment. The Fleet has a splendid organi- 
zation. The Commander-in-Chief has, in 


effect, a General Staff or-a co-ordinated 
body, while the Navy Department is loose- 
ly organized, according to the views of 
the Secretary. Already, the Secretary has 
quietly taken steps in this direction, by 
referring a great many questions of gen- 
eral policy to the General Board, and its 
work has been highly satisfactory. He 
thinks that the General Board’s report on 
aviation is one of the most splendid docu- 
ments that has ever been prepared in the 
Navy Department. 

It is understood that the Secretary 
would go farther than this in enlarging 
the functions of the General Board by 
making it a co-ordinating body in carry- 
ing out a general policy of administering 
the affairs of the Navy. With the as- 
signment of Admiral Coontz to the Gen- 
eral Board, the Secretary will have the 
support of one of the most able officers 
of the Navy, in developing this policy.

INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION 





AN industrial mobilization meeting was 
held by the New York Ordnance Dis- 
trict at the Harvard Club, New York 
City, on April 3, at which Judge Elbert 
H. Gary, chairman, Advisory Board, New 
York Ordnance District. presided. The 
speakers were: Maj. Gen. Charles P. 
Summerall, commanding general of the 2d 
Corps Area; Guy E. Tripp, chairman, 
Board of Directors, Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Co.; Col. James L. 
Walsh, O.R.C., chief, Néw York Ordnance 
District, and Col. C. C. Goodrich, O.R.C., 
chief, manufacturing service, of this dis- 
trict. Approximately 125 well known 
manufacturers also attended. 

The New York Ordnance District re- 
ceived from the Chief of Ordnance specific 
allocations of large quantities of Ordnance 
materiel, and arrangements were made for 
samples, drawings and specifications cover- 
ing this materiel. 

It was desirable to make assignments 





of this materiel to the manufacturers in 
the New York District. As a preliminary 
to this, it was felt that the manufacturers 
would be better prepared to discuss such 
assignments after having inspected samples 
and drawings and talked with representa- 
tives of the New York Ordnance District 
informally after the meeting. 

It was proposed to make appointments 
shortly between designated representatives 
of the various manufacturing companies 
and of the New York Ordnance District 
for the purpose of determining which items 
could be most advantageously produced by 
the several companies in case of need.

GIVE ALLOWANCES FOR 
GUARD TRAINING HORSES 


NNOUNCEMENT was made this week 

by Maj. Gen. George C. Rickards, 
Chief of the Militia Bureau, that though 
appropriations for the fiscal years 1925 
and 1926 provide no funds for the pur- 
chase of animals for the National Guard, 
there are sufficient funds in prospect to 
provide forage and caretakers for a few 
additional animals for those units which 
are now considerably below their required 
quota of horses. 

In order that as many units as possible 
may have animals available for training 
purposes, the following allowances’ of 
horses to be foraged and cared for at Gov- 
ernment expense is authorized: 

When a single mounted or horse-drawn 
unit occupies an armory, the allowances of 
horses given in the following table will 
govern: All types of Cavalry troops, 32; 
all other Cavalry units, 10; gun batteries 
of horse-drawn Field Artillery, 32; all 
other horse-drawn Field Artillery units, 
16; Mounted Combat Engineer Companies, 
16; Signal Companies, Infantry Division, 
10, and Signal Troops, Cavalry Divi- 
sion, 16. 

When more than one unit of the same 
branch is quartered in a single armory, 
the unit allowed the largest number of 
animals in the above table, for purposes of 
computation, will be considered first and 
will be given the full number of animals 
listed above, while all other units grouped 
with it will be entitled to only 50 per cent

Horses provided for the use of mop 
than one unit should be apportioneg as 
equitably as possible among all the units 
grouped in a single armory in order that 
each may have its own horses for use Out. 
side of drill periods. All horses assigneg 
to units of the same branch and quartered 
in a single armory will be under the Con- 
trol of the senior line officer of that brane, 
on duty at the armory and will be poole 
under his supervision for the use of the 
different units of that branch during thei 
drill periods. They will also be pooled tp 
insure the most economical employment of 
caretakers. 

The procedure to be followed in a. 
quiring additional horses will be that pre 
scribed by paragraphs 948 to 957, ip. 
clusive, National Guard Regulations, 192 
as amended. As any increase in the num. 
ber of animals to be foraged and cared for 
at Government expense will be governed 
by the state of the funds available for this 
purpose, horses should not be purchase 
with a view to having them maintaine 
at Government expense until authority 
therefor has first been obtained from the 
Militia Bureau.

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NAME EXECUTIVE FOR 
NATIONAL RIFLE SHOOT 


HE War Department has designated 

Col. Alexander J. MacNab, U.S.A.., as 
executive officer, National Rifle Matches, 
1925, to be held at Camp Perry, O 

Colonel MacNab was born at Salmon, 
Ida. He is one of the best known officers 
of the Army and is internationally recog. 
nized as an authority on rifle and _ pistol 
shooting. 

Previous to the World War, Colonel 
MacNab was known as one of the most 
expert rifle and pistol shots in the Army 
and was a member of numerous rifle and 
pistol teams of the Army. 

As a result of his own experience, he 
developed a system of instruction in rifle 
markmanship that was first used with ex- 





cellent results in the 14th Infantry, his 
own regiment. 
At the outbreak of the war, Colond 


MacNab was assigned to the 83d Division 
of Ohio, West Virginia and Western Penn- 
sylvania, at Camp Sherman, O., and put 
this system into effect in this division 
with great success. 

Upon reaching France he was placed in 
charge of the instruction of the troops of 
the A.E.F. in rifle marksmanship. He 
constructed the great rifle ranges in the 
vicinity of LeMans and _ supervised the 
instruction of the A.E.F. troops in rifle 
marksmanship at these ranges. 

In 1919 he was in charge of the A.E.F. 
Small Arms Competition and the Inter- 
Allied Rifle and Pistol Matches at Le 
Mans, France, participated in by all the 
Allied Nations of the World War. 

On return to the United States, he was 
stationed for some years at the Infantry 
School at Ft. Benning, later in command 
of the 25th Infantry in Arizona and for 
the past two years has been on duty with 
the National Guard of New Jersey. 

He is the author of “Rifle Marksman- 
ship,” used with great success in France, 
and which has been adopted by the War 
Department for the instruction of the 
Army. For his services in France in the 
training of troops in Rifle Marksmanship, 
Colonel MacNab was awarded the Dis 
tinguished Service Medal.

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ANSWER IS FILED IN 
MAJ. ROCKWOOD CASE 


Government Contends Sav- 
ing Clause Does Not Ap- 
ply to Allowance 


EARLY DECISION SOUGHT 


HE Government recently has filed its 
i answer in the case brought in the name 


of Maj. Alfred L. Rockwood, Chemical 
Warfare Service, to determine whether 
officers receiving pay under the saving 


clause of the Act of June 10, 1922, are 
entitled to the rental allowance of the 
period in which they are placed. The at- 
torneys for Major Rockwood immediately 
filed a request with the Court of Claims, 
before which the case is pending, for the 
fixing of an early date for the argument 
and the closing of the case. It is possible 
that the Court will be able to hear the 
argument upon April 20. The attorneys 
for the prosecution are anxious for an 
early decision. 
SET FORTH ARGUMENT 


In general, the Government contends 
that the saving clause, Section 16 of the 
Act of June 10, 1922, does not apply to 
the allowances. but simply to the base pay. 
In course of the argument, the attorneys 
for the Government set forth: 

“The attention of the Court is invited to the 
fact that the pay period of any officer of the 
several services, including officers of the Army, 
is determined not by the grade held as under 
prior laws but by grade held, length of service, 
and character of first appointment in the Army. 
There is then added to the pay of the period 
so determined longevity pay at the rate of 5 
per centum of the pay period for each three 
years’ of service—the base pay and the long- 
evity computed thereon constitutes the total pay 


compensation of any officer of the several 
services. 
“It will readily be seen, therefore, that an 


officer of relatively high grade, as major, for 
instance, with little service would receive less 
compensation of any officer of the several 
with greater length of service. As stated, such 
a situation could not occur under the Act of 
May 11, 1908 (35 Stat. 108) for pay allowed 
grade, under said Act.” 


After describing how the Act of June 10, 
1922, divided officers into pay periods, and 
quoting the saving clause, the brief of the 
attorneys goes on to say: 

“In other words, all of the officers of the 
Army were automatically placed, by the Act 
of June 10, 1922, in one of the six periods, but 
it did not necessarily follow therefrom that they 
are only entitled to the base and longevity pay 
of that period. By operation of the saving 
clause in Section 16, they are entitled to the 
excess of their old rate of pay as fixed by the 
Act of May 11, 1908, on basis of grade, in- 
creased by 10 per centum for each five years’ 
service over the base and longevity pay of the 
period in which their grade, length of service, 
and character of appointment automatically 
placed them. In this case plaintiff’s old rate 
of pay (base plus longevity) under the Act of 
May 11, 1908, was $540 greater than his new 
rate of pay (base plus longevity) under the 
Act of June 10, 1922, which excess of $540, 
he is entitled to receive by virtue of Section 16. 
His pay period fixing his base and longevity 
pay is not affected by said Section 16, the 
saving clause, which merely saves to him the 
excess base and longevity pay he was receiving 
on June 30, 1922. 

“As we understand opposing counsel, they 
argue that Section 16, the saving clause, sin- 
gled out the officers of the Army so circum- 
stanced as plaintiff and fixed their pay inde- 
pendently of the six pay periods established by 
Section 1 of the Act and entitled such officers 
to be classified in any of the six pay periods 
whose base pay was equivalent to the base 
pay they were receiving on July 1, 1922, when 
the Act went into effect. 

“It is not necessary to do more than remind 
this Court that the function of a saving clause, 
as is Section 16 of the Act of June 10, 1922, 
is to carve out an exception which would oth- 
erwise be affected by the statute in which it 
is contained.” 


_After quoting the Supreme Court de- 
cision of January 5, 1925, in the case of 
United States vs. Morrow, supporting this 


} contention, the attorneys for the Govern- 


ment go on to argue: 

“We repeat that the plaintiff’s grade and 
length of service places him in the third period, 
whose rate of pay is $2,400 per annum, and 
because of his 9 years’ of service the base pay 
would be increased $360 per annum for long- 
evity, entitling him to total compensation of 
$2,760 per annum. He was receiving $3,300 
on June 30, 1920, as fixed by the Act of May 
11, 1908, and by virtue of the saving clause in 
Section 16 was, and is entitled to continue in 
receipt of the excess of $540 per annum; but 
does this fact take him out of the third pay 
Period and place him in the fourth pay period, 
as contended by his counsel? If so, he is en- 
titled to $3,000 base pay, increased by 15 per 
centum thereof, or $3,450, which would give 
him a rate of pay in excess of that fixed by 
the Act of May 11, 1908, which he was re- 
ceiving on June 30, 1922, and in excess of 


that of other officers of corresponding grade 


hw have had more service than plaintiff has 
ad. 

“Without considering the rules for interpre- 
tation of a saving clause, this alone is suffi- 
cient to demonstrate the fallacy of such at- 
tempted application of the saving clause. Sec- 
tion 16 was not used to introduce independent 
legislation; that is, to establish a seventh pay 
period or to place an officer in a pay period 
higher than that to which his grade, character 
of first appointment, and length of service en- 
titled him. Section 1 automatically placed all 
officers of all of the services named in the 
title of the act below the grade of Brigadier 
General or its equivalent in one of the six pay 
periods; but if by so doing their pay was de- 
creased thereby, Section 16 saved to them the 
difference in pay between the rate they were 
receiving on June 30, 1922, under the Act of 
May 11, 1908, and the rate they would receive 
under the Act of June 10, 1922, in the pay 
period in which placed.” 


In conclusion, the attorneys for the 


Government argue: 

“It is believed that defendant has demon- 
strated that plaintiff receives the pay of the 
third pay period plus the difference between 
the pay of that period and the pay of a major 
as fixed by the Act of May 11, 1908. If so, 
there can be no doubt of the correctness of 
defendant’s contention herein that under the 
express language of Sections 5 and 6 of the 
Act of June 10, 1922, plaintiff is not en- 
titled to rental or subsistence allowances of 
the fourth pay period, but is only entitled to 
such allowances of the third pay period—the 
pay period in which plaintiff's grade and 
length of service automatically placed him on 


July 1, 1922, under Section 1 of the Act of 
June 10, 1922. The fact that the base pay of 


a major under the Act of May 11, 1908, is 
$3,000 and equal to the base pay of the fourth 
pay period; that is, of a major with fourteen 
years’ service, has nothing whatever to do with 
the case, for that fact does not and can not 
place plaintiff in the fourth pay period, and 
thus create inequalities which it was the 
avowed purpose of the Joint Service Pay Act 
to remove.”

THE NATIONAL GUARD 


PPROVAL has been given by the War 

Department for the coat of arms for 
the 151st Field Artillery, Minnesota Na- 
tional Guard. This regiment was organ- 
ized in 1864 as the 1st Regiment, Minne- 
sota Heavy Artillery. After the 
War, it was mustered out of the Federal 
Service and for some time was inactive. 

In 1872 reorganization commenced by 
the organization of sections of artillery, 
some being attached to Infantry organiza- 
tions. In 1877 one of these sections was 
expanded into a battery and designated 1st 
Battery Artillery, Minnesota National 
Guard. Another battery was organized 
and in 1893 the 1st Battalion, Artillery, 
National Guard, State of Minnesota, was 
formed. 

This battalion was in the field in State 
service during the Leach Lake Indian 
troubles in October, 1898, but was not en- 
gaged in combat. In 1900, a company of 
Engineers was added and the organization 
was designated Ist Field Artillery, Min- 
nesota National Guard. In 1908 the En- 
gineer Company was reorganized as Ar- 
tillery and redesignated Battery “C.”’ In 
1913 the regiment was expanded to six bat- 
teries, and during the Mexican Border dis- 
turbance was called into Federal service. 

During the World War, the regiment 
was drafted into Federal service and desig- 
nated the 151st Field Artillery. It served 
overseas with the 42d Division in sectors in 
Lorraine and Champagne and in the fol- 
lowing operations: Champagne-Marne, 
Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel and Meuse-Ar- 
gonne. After the war it was disbanded 
but in 1919 it was reorganized again as 
the 1st Regiment, Field Artillery, Minne- 
sota National Guard, and in 1921 was re- 
designated 151st Field Artillery, Minnesota 
National Guard. 

The shield is red for artillery, the blue 
saltire indicates the Civil War service, the 
arrows are for the last Indian uprising in 
the State, the cactus is for the Mexican 
border service, the rainbow is for the 42d 
Division in the World War and the fleur- 
de lis for France, the greatest single 
achievement of this regiment was its ser- 
vice with the 4th French Army in Cham- 
pagne, July 15, 16 and 17, 1918, in the 
Champagne-Marne defensive. 





HE policy published in letter from this 

Bureau to the State Adjutants General 
dated July 25, 1924, (M.B. 325.4-Gen-4), 
respecting the general suspension of the 
recognition of new units is modified to 
permit the recognition of a unit to take 
the place of another unit disbanded, pro- 
vided both the disbandment and the new 
organization are requested at the same 
time, and provided further that the trans- 
actions will involve no considerable cost 
from Militia Bureau funds. 

This applies not only to the organization 
of a new unit with the same designa- 
tion as the unit disbanded, and to the con- 
version of an existing unit to another of 
a different type, but also to the organiza- 
tion of an entirely new unit of any type 
as an offset against the unit disbanded.

ARMY COMPLETES KU 
TREE DAM PROJECT 


Maintenance Of Schofield 
Barracks Water Supply 
Is Object 


DESCRIBE CONSTRUCTION 


MARKING the culmination of efforts 
made for the past 10 years to furnish 
Schofield Barracks with an adequate water 
supply, the valves on the new Ku Tree 
Dam were closed on February 21, 1924, 
allowing the water to flow into the huge 
reservoir. The opening of the new water 
reserve was accompanied by an impressive 


ceremony in the presence of Maj. Gen. 
Edward M. Lewis, Commander of the 
Hawaiian Department, and other dis- 


tinguished officers and civilians. 

The problem which has confronted the 
authorities for the past decade has been 
to locate and maintain at all times a suf- 
ficient water supply for Schofield Barracks. 
Until 1904, water for the post was taken 
from a spring on the slopes of the Waianae 
Range. This supply was sufficient for the 
one regiment of Infantry which at that 
time comprised the garrison. As the post 
developed the need for more water was 
keenly felt and work was hampered by the 
lack of it. Plans were made to tap the 
Koolau water shed, and in 1918 a reservoir 
with a capacity of 40,000,000 gallons was 
completed. 


NEEDED GREATER RESERVE 


This supply proved sufficient until the 
eoncentration of a division of troops at 
Schofield Barracks was completed, when it 
was found that a greater reserve was 
needed, inasmuch as the rainfall in the 
upper reaches of the Koolau Range varies 
between wide limits at different seasons of 
the year. The daily water consumption at 
Schofield Barracks is about 3,000,000 gal- 
lons, and during the dry season the supply 
was insufficient to meet this demand. 

In the spring of 1919, Lt. Col. Dabney 
H. Maury, then of the Construction Serv- 
ice, Quartermaster Corps, was sent to 
Honolulu for the purpose of laying out a 
project for adequate water storage facili- 
ties to tide the post over the dry season. 
As a result of his report, appropriations 
were made by Congress until a total of 
$900.000 was reached. In addition to 
building the dam, it was necessary to pro- 
vide sufficient funds from this appropria- 
tion to provide cast iron replacement for 
the steel pipe line supplying Schofield 
Barracks. ; 

Work on the project was started in 1921, 
when a diversion tunnel was driven through 
from the Ku Tree Valley to the Koolau 
Valley, which has a much larger watershed 
and more storage area. Work on the dam 
started in the summer of 1923. The cut- 
off wall on the axis of the dam was the 
first stage completed. The wall is of con- 
crete and is sunk from 10 to 20 feet below 
the surface of the dam. 

In this cut-off there is a core wall to 
prevent seepage. This wall is made of 
three layers of 4-inch California redwood 
planks, the two outer layers being laid 


vertically and the middle layer horizon- 
tally. While the core wall has no function 
of stability, it prevents the loss of water 
by seepage through the earth dam. 


SLUICED THE EARTH 


The construction of the earth fill brought 
out many problems, and it was 
cided to sluice the earth from a high hill 
at the north end of the dam. This was 
done by pumping water to the top of the 
hill and washing the earth, which had been 
loosened by giant powder, down into the 
fill. This method proved very efficient and 
inexpensive until the fill neared the top, 
when the process of sluicing was aban- 
doned and the work completed by dry- 
filling by steamshovels, trucks, and mule 
teams. When being placed, this dry fill 
was thoroughly wet. The fill contains 
149,00 cubic yards of earth and 164,000 
board feet of California redwood. 

In addition to the fill, a valve tower 
was erected to control the water. This 
tower has five valves set on its walls, at 
various heights, so that water may be 
drawn from the reservoir just below the 
surface, whatever that may be. The tower 
also has control valves at the bottom of 
the dam for drainage and for the control 
of the supply to the 24-inch pipe line 
leading to the post. 

The top of the earth fill is 1,085 feet 
above sea level. In order that the water, 
in time of flood, may not pass over the 
earth fill, a spillway, at level of 1,080 feet, 
is provided south of the dam in a natural 
saddle of the hillside. This spillway 
allows over 340,000,000 gallons of water 
to pass over in 24 hours, with a depth of 
only 1 foot. The wing walls are 5 feet 
high, so ample allowance is made for storm 
water. The dam has a capactiy of 290,- 
000,000 gallons, which, with the 40,000,000 
gallons stored in the Koolau Reservoir, 
will be sufficient to tide Schofield Barracks 
over any water shortage that may arise. 


The project has been in the hands of the 
Quartermaster Construction Service, with 
Maj. John D, Kilpatrick, Quartermaster 
Corps, supervising. He has been assisted 
in this work by Lt. James F. C. Hyde, 
Corps of Engineers, who is the acting Con- 
struction Quartermaster at Schofield Bar- 
racks; Lt. Clyde H. Gamble, Quarter- 
master Corps, and James EB. Lloyd, super- 
intendent. The property officer was Lt. 
John E. Darr, Infantry, and the agent 
finance officer was Lt. G. D. Adamson, 
Field Artillery. The work has been done 
on the “purchase and hire” system, by 
which the Government purchases’ the 
material and pays its own labor. During 
the construction of the dam, no injuries 
were incurred by anyone.

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WORSE THAN THE BOURBONS 
HE eighth anniversary of the declara- 
tion of war, was on April 6. To those 
who participated it could not help but bring 
a flood of many memories, along with the 


stirring ones of actual participation are 
mixed the sorrowful ones for comrades lost, 
and angry ones at the blindness and 
stupidity which in spite of more than two 
years ample warning caused us to enter 
the war unprepared. While we may be 
more than proud of the conduct of our 
troops in action, of the handling of our 
Expeditionary forces as a whole and of the 
way our people at home responded to the 
eall for money, materials, and men, we 
cannot ignore the fact that it was more 
than a year after we declared war before 
we exercised any decisive influence on its 
course. There is but one reason, which 
he who runs may read—unpreparedness. 
Despite the short intervening period, de- 
spite the lesson written so plainly in gold 
and blood, the same miserable, unsup- 
portable arguments for disarmament as 
obtained prior to the war are now being 
propagated throughout the land. It was 
said of the Bourbons that they learned 
nothing and forgot nothing. It could be 
said of the pacifists that they will not 
learn anything and they forget everything. 








THE MACMILLAN EXPEDITION 
HE President has given his consent to 
Secretary Wilbur’s asking for volun- 


teers from the Navy to man two Navy 
planes to accompany the MacMillan 
Arctic Expedition this summer. This 


news cannot fail to raise the greatest en- 
thusiasm and interest in the Services, 
whose officers and men have furnished 
with alacrity the personnel for past arctic 
expeditions. The Army, having had the 
honor of the opportunity to make the first 
around-the-world flight, will welcome the 
fact that to its sister service, the Navy, 
now comes this chance to add to the 
aviation laurels which the two Services 
have been steadily accumulating.

humanities progress in increased ability to 
travel, both as regards distance covered 


and speed. The day the first savage put 
in practice the use of signaling, thereby 
bettering what his voice and ears could 
accomplish, man’s progress in thought 
communication began. Every step forward 
in means of communication has steadily 
diminished the size of the earth. The 
MacMillan Expedition will use man’s two 
latest inventions, the airplane and the 
wireless, to open up one of the last un- 
known spots on our earth, 

Any one who will take the trouble to 
look at a globe will see that many of the 
shortest routes between important points 
on the surface of the earth lie through the 
north polar regions. From time im- 
memorial, man has frequently been com- 
pelled by the difficulties of crossing phy- 
sical obstacles to take the longest way 
around. The only limitation to the use of 
the airplane is the distance which it can 
travel without using a base, as it can fly 
over any physical obstacle. Both the 
French and the British have shown that 
with the establishment of bases the cross- 
ing of deserts, one of the greatest obstacles 
to man’s movements, presents no problem 
of any difficulty. If the MacMillan Ex- 
pedition can prove the practicability of 
the establishment and maintenance of 
bases in the Arctic regions the use of 
routes through these regions in certain 
seasons of the year at least, will present 
no practical difficulty. The search for a 
northwest passage from Europe to Asia 
led to the discovery of America by Colum- 
bus. It is to be hoped that Americans 
may be Providence’s means of making the 
northwest passage a reality. 

The interest which the proposed ex- 
pedition is already exciting should tend to 
materially dishearten those pessimists who 
believe that the materialism of today has 
eradicated the spirit of adventure. The 
eagerness of the personnel of the Navy to 
take part, coupled with the similar eager- 
ness on the part of the personnel of the 
Army to be included in the around-the- 
world flight, should serve to remind that 
the Army and Navy, today as in the past, 
are constant examples of the fact that 
there are still many individuals whose lives 
are not planned or based upon possible 
material gains, but on other and higher 
standards.

There can 
be no question that when this point has 
been reached—and it has been reached— 
that something is radically wrong some- 
where. The Navy must unhesitatingly 
obey its Secretary. 2qually, there must 
be no question of their being punished 
financially when they do so obey.

RECOGNITION OF RANK 


To Tue Epiror: 
i several recent issues of the ARMy 

AND NAvy JOURNAL, under the heading 
“Voice of the Services,” a few letters 
have been published stating the opinions 
of certain officers who are participating 
in a controversy as to the relative status 
of officers of the different components of 
the Army, the particular way each should 
or should not be addressed or introduced, 
under this or that circumstance. 

As I am, and have long been, a sub- 
secriber to the JOURNAL and have a mighty 
real and serious interest in the Services, 
particularly the Army, I have read these 
various expressions with both interest and 
disgust. With interest simply because the 
views of any soldier, be they what they 
may, are interesting to me. With dis- 
gust because the whole argument seems 
to be a belated revival of the old antagon- 
ism that once existed between the Regu- 
lar Army and the various civilian-mili- 
tary organizations and branches. 

In the minds of some Regulars, some 
Guardsmen, and some Reserves, the tend- 
ency to cling to this obsolete and childish 
controversy seems to be permanently 
fixed, unchanged by all that has taken 
place in the past few years, untouched 
by the changed ideas of the majority and 
earried on a “hair-trigger chip on _ the 
shoulder” basis all ready to be aired on 
any and all occasions, whenever and 
wherever an opportunity, fancied or other- 
wise, exists, with no thought or regard 
of the harm it might do the Services in 
the minds of the uninformed, military and 
civilian, who listen or read. 

It is human nature to think one’s own 
particular outfit the best. And_ to 
staunchly and loyally stand up and “tell 
it to the world” is good even though one’s 
good sense can sometimes realize faults. 
This has a_ constructive effect in the 
form of esprit’ d’'Corps and, to a degree, 
is to be desired. But when it gets down 
to the point where men holding commis- 
sions as officers of the Army, be they 
Regular, National Guard or Reserve, de- 
liberately engage in a quibbling argu- 
ment for publication in a Service periodi- 


eal of general circulation, an argument 
that can result in no possible good to 


the Service as a whole, then it ceases to 
rid a matter of esprit’ and becomes harm- 
ful. 

Under the present laws the officers mo 
the Regular Army, Federal Nationa 
Guard, and Reserves are. for all practi- 
cal purposes, the same. They are officers 


of the same military establishment and 
when functioning as such are treated 
alike in aecordance with regulation and 


custom just as long as they act the part 
of officers and gentlemen. When not 
functioning under their commissions they 
are no different from any other citizen 
of the United States and I fail to see 
why they should be treated differently 
from any other citizens. 

The operation of the present three com- 
ponent Army system is very clearly de- 
fined by the regulations so far as it has 
been developed and I am of the opinion 
that most officers concerned know and 
understand it. I do not think any officer, 
of any component, who knows his busi- 
ness or who is actually trying to per- 
form the duties of his office, would know- 
ingly or deliberately cast a direct slight 


upon any brother officer, functioning , 
such, no matter in what component f 
the Army he might be commissionéd 
There may be exceptions to the rule but 
they are few and becoming fewer,’ 
where they do occur it is usually bette 
that some fellow have his dignity jolted 
a bit and “swallow it” rather than gj 
his views about this or that officer of 
this or that particular part of the Army 
in a widely distributed publication, when 
to do so works to the general detriment 
of the whole. 

Let those gentlemen who consider thei 
personal dignity more important than the 
whole structure of the great defense ma. 
chine we are all trying to build keep their 
views to themselves, when not to do gp 


means to revive old antagonisms that 
ought to be allowed to die out. Let them 
“snap into it” and realize that times 


have changed and that it does the Service 


no good to have its different parts “sling. 
ing mud” at each other. 
If I _ have, figuratively speaking, 


“stepped on any toes” I am sorry, but as 
a citizen, as a soldier, and as a reader 
of the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL I fee] it 
my duty to express these opinions an 

am sure that they will be echoed ip 
the minds of many other readers and 
soldiers who have the good of the Army 
at heart. ;

ARMY HORSES 


To THE EDITOR: 
THIS is in reply to W. C. B.’s letter in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of Jan- 
uary 24. Personally, I believe a far 
reaching and thorough investigation into 
the abuse of horses during the war would 
have a constructive benefit in the next 
war and not leave future Artillery Units 
and Cavalry Units unhorsed at critical 
times. Unless some drastic measure is 
taken, our service will make no progress 
in the care and feeding of horses on 
campaign and in the next war advanced 
Infantry positions will eat shell fire that 
the Artillery might easily silence if they 
had the draft animals to advance their 
guns from position to position. In other 
words, a repetition of conditions during 
the last war during advances. 

Of course, there is a strong humanity 
appeal in the idea of saving dumb ani- 
mals from unnecessary abuse, but even 
neglecting that side of the question it is 
the worst sort of extravagance to waste 
animals, in that they cost money, and 
more money as war progresses and fur- 
ther than that, the lack of animals which 
sauses delay in moving Artillery forward 
is paid for by the lives of the advanced 
Infantry. 

Cavalry horses must be considered as 
well as Artillery and I can think of no 
probable theaters of future wars in which 
we might take part wherein our mounted 
troops could hope to find either garnered 
or standing crops on which to feed their 
animals. No modern enemy can be ex 
pected to leave behind subsistence for 
enemy horses. Until the tables of organi- 
zations cease to require horses. it cer 
tainly is the duty of our general staff to 
work out a proper. system for feeding and 
earing for our animals in war. If the 
British can do it we can. 

The horse needs a field ration just as 
much as the soldier and it is easy enough 
to provide for it when our Army believes 
that statement to be a fact, that the horse 
should have a field ration not subject to 
damage by weather and more easily trans 
ported than oats in sacks and ordinary 
bailed hay.

Another son whose earnings are 
stated to be about $5.50 per day, but who has 
eleven children, is averred to be unable to assist 
in his mother’s maintenance. In view of the 
facts presented it is concluded that the mother 
of the officer was dependent upon him within 
the meaning of the act of April 16, 1918, and 
upon review the settlement is reversed and the 
charge against him of $3,254.31 will be removed.

SERVICE PUBLICATIONS 


THE TALE OF OUR MERCHANT SHIPS, 
By Charles E. Cartwright. Published by_E. 
P. Dutton & Company, 681 Fifth Avenue, New 
York City. z 

This picturesque little volume contains much 
to recommend it to the Services. The officers 
of the Navy who are interested in finding out 
how our merchant marine developed until it 
became an indispensable auxiliary to the Navy 
during the World War will enjoy the contents, 
which describe step by step the evolution of 
shipping in America. The officers of the Army 
who cherish tender memories of transport un- 
der convoy overseas, will discover that even 
the wartime fleet was not as uncomfortable 
as the best Viking yachts available. - 

The first few chapters of the book deal with 
ancient ships and tell of the difficulties encoun- 
tered by navigators from the time of the Phoe- 
nicians down through the Greek, Roman, Span- 
ish, English, Dutch and Colonial cycles. The 
technical accuracy of description, so often 
missing in volumes of this type, is excellent. 

Without injecting the halo of romance with 
which authors are wont to embellish tales of 
the Spanish Main and to cast about all bold 
seamen down to the time of the Armada, the 
writer manages to convey the indefinable mys- 
tery and spirit of adventure which character- 
ized both ships and men of olden times. — ‘ 

The development of American shipping is 
traced from its earliest beginning down through 
Salem days, the time of the North Atlantic 
packets, the New England whalers and the 
world-famous clipper ships to the development 
of lake and river shipping and the construc- 
tion of a modern fleet to take troops and sup- 
plies to France. a 

All through the volume the author injects 
short tales of actual experiences which vie 
with the narratives of De Foe, Cooper and 
other romantic writers of the sea. _ 

The question of the final disposition of the 
fine fleet built during the war is taken up in 
the last chapter and the hope is expressed 
that America will adapt the ships to her needs 
and establish a real maritime supremacy.

York City—Q. Will you advise me just where 
I stand on the Q.M.-O.R.C. list as to assign- 


ment; i. e., what regiment, group, division, 
etc.? 
A. You are in the territorial assignment 


group. Suggest that you apply to the command- 
ing general, 2d Corps Area, New York City, 
N. Y,. for specific assignment. 

E.M., FORT CROOK, NEBR.—Q. (1) What 
are the duties of Army pilots? (2) What are 
the subjects taught in aviation? (3) What are 
the chances for an enlisted man in this grade? 

A. (1) The duties of an Army airplane pilot 
are primarily to pilot an airplane, but they must 
perform other duties which they are assigned 
from time to time. (2) The subjects taught in 
aviation are many and varied. Practically all 
trades are included at the air service tech- 
nical school, such as mechanics, rigging, elec- 
tricity, photography, radio, welding, etc. 

(3) This question is not quite clear. How- 
ever, enlisted men who have suitable qualifica- 
tions are trained as they perform their daily 
duties. In addition, the Air Service maintains 
a trade school at Chanute Field, Rantoul, IIL, 
where such qualified men are given six months’ 
training, upon the completion of which they are 
sent to an operating unit. If you desire further 
information relative to this, suggest that you 
communicate with the nearest recruiting officer, 
or the commanding general of the 7th Corps 
Area, Omaha, Nebr. Enlisted men possessing 
the necessary qualifications, such as physical, 
mental, and moral, are given pilot training. 

T.J.F.. NEW YORK CITY, N. Y.—Q. Who 
was the last commanding officer of the 73d Aero 
Squadron at the close of the war, and who 
was the commanding officer of this same unit 
when it returned from overseas? 

A. 1st Lt. Robert Ross was the officer in com- 
mand of this squadron when it returned from 
overseas. This same officer was also in command 
when the organization was demobilized. :

G.P., PROVIDENCE, R. I.—Q. I served in the 
Army about 20 years ago and wish to inquire 
regarding the changes that have been made. At 
that time a regiment consisted of eight com- 
panies and had a regimental band. Is the 
name Army Corps substituted for regiment, or 
does Army Corps consist of more than one regi- 
ment?

A. The name Army Corps is not substituted 
for a regiment, and the name regiment is still 
in use. There are three battalions to a regi- 
ment ; four regiments to a brigade; two brigades 
to a division; two divisions to an Army Corps, 
and two Army Corps to an Army. 

An Infantry regiment consists of nine rifle 
companies, three machine-gun companies, one 
headquarters company, and one service company. 
By looking through the January, 1925, Army 
List and Directory, you can securé the addresses 
of all of the regimental headquarters.

A. (1) Troops A, B, C, and D arrived in 
the Philippine Islands January 26, 1902; Troops 
I, K, L, and M arrived in the Philippine Islands 
March 21, 1902; Troops E, F, G, and H arrived 
in the Philippine Islands February 3, 1902. This 
regiment left Manila March 15, 1904, and arrived 
at San Francisco April 15, 1904.

A. Relative to this question, Section 8 of 
Bulletin 13, 1924, reads as follows: ‘That re- 
tired enlisted men of the Army heretofore or 
hereafter retired who served honorably as com- 
missioned officers of the Army of the United 
States at sometime between April 6, 1917, and 
November 11, 1918, shall be entitled to receive 
the pay of retired Warrant Officers of the 
Army.” 

It will be noted that this statute does not 
specifically require a discharge. You must, 
however, have had active service as a com- 
missioned officer during the war in order to be 
entitled to Warrant Officer pay upon retirement. 


J.B.P., CHICAGO, ILLINOIS.—Q. Is there 
any State bonus for Spanish-American war 
soldiers outside of Missouri? Also does the 
Government grant all soldiers pensions? 

A. As the Army and Navy Journal does not

She has made a five-year study of 
the Japanese art of poetry, which is quite 
different from poetry in any other language

The question that presents itself at this time 
is whether the stock market, after its recent 
severe reaction, will again move forward or 
continue downward. In other words, has the 
decline that has just taken place been simply a 
reaction in the bull market, or is it the begin- 
ning of a protracted bear market? 

In so far as the market itself is concerned, the 
reaction has cleaned out a number of weak long 
accounts and has invited short-selling to some 
extent. This, then, has materially improved its 
technical position, and if underlying business 
conditions warrant, it would seem that higher 
prices are not only possible but probable. In 
substantiation of the improved technical posi- 
tion of the market is the latest estimate of 
brokers’ loans prepared by Dow, Jones & Co., 
which places the total at $1,700,000,000 against 
$2,100,000,000 on March 6, a shrinkage of about 
$400,000,000. A number of brokers have reported 
a contraction in their loans of as much as 30 
per cent. At the present time, loans are in 
about the same volume as of December 31, 1924. 

Developments and indications in business, with 
a few minor exceptions, show no falling-off in 
activity. There are certain seasonal declines tak- 
ing place which are quite normal, and the de- 
pression in such industries as that of the textile, 
for example, is not new. 

A healthy development, and one that dis- 
counts fear of inflation, is the steadiness, or 
even decline, in commodity prices. Dun’s aver- 
age for April 1 is 3% per cent under March 1 
and about 5 per cent under February 1. Of the 
seven groups of commodities covered in the 
index, all but three declined during March, the 
exceptions being meat, dairy, and garden prod- 
ucts, and miscellaneous foods. Grain, of course, 
showed the most severe drop. It might be 
pointed out that the break in grain prices was 
not due to any fundamental condition, but was 
simply the fruit. of over-speculation, and the 
losses that occurred were taken largely by specu- 
lators, and.not by the producers. 

The iron and steel industry is a little quieter, 
following an unusual bulge. Equipment manu- 
facturers also are operating on a reduced sched- 
ule, following a let-up in buying after two years 
of extraordinarily large purchases. 

On the other hand,*freight-car loadings con- 
tinued to break all records, even those of the 
corresponding period of 1924, which were greatly 
in excess of any other year. The greatest gains 
are shown in commodities used in manufactur- 
ing. Bank clearings continued to show a sizable 
increase over a year ago. 

With the technical position of the stock market 
strong and underlying business conditions hold- 
ing their own, stock market prices at least 
should hold their present levels and stand a 
very good chance of advancement. This state- 
ment is made broadly and is not intended to 
cover every stock on the list. There are so many 
industries represented and so many cross-cur- 
rents at work that some stocks are sure to de- 
cline in a bull market and some to advance in 
a bear market and these exceptions must 
noted. 

Even to divide the market into groups is 
rather a dangerous practice, as certain members 
of each group are almost certain to move con- 
trariwise to the general trend of the group 
itself. It is perhaps safest to deal with the 
railroads in group form, and, as such, they have 
the most promising outlook, in the writer’s opin- 
ion. Samuel O. Dunn, editor of the Railway 
Age, in the current issue of Forbes Magazine 
points out that the net operating income earned 
by the Class I roads in the five months ended 
January 31, 1924, was $402,280,000, while in the 
five months ended January 31, 1925, it was 
$490,000,000, an increase of almost 22 per cent. 
This increase in net return was general, and 
was relatively larger on the western roads, which 
needed it most, than on others. 

Mr. Dunn also points out that when Congress 
adjourned on March 4, not a single piece of 
really adverse railroad legislation had been en- 
acted, despite the pressure that had been brought 
to bear in connection with the Howell-Barkley 
bill, the Gooding long and short haul bill, the 
bill to abolish the Pullman surcharge, and so on. 
Operating expenses are running considerably 
below 1924, notwithstanding a creater movement 
of freight. The reason for this is because ex- 
penses a year ago were extraordinarily large, 
due to unusual expenditures in connection with 
maintenance of equipment and roadbed. The 
physical condition has been brought up to a 
high state of efficiency, and now only normal 
maintenance expenditures are required. As a 
result, net operating income has a very encour- 
aging outlook for the current year. 

For conservative purchases among the rails, 
Wabash preferred “A” stands out. The stock 
has recently been placed on a $5 dividend basis, 
and at present prices yields in the neighborhood 
of 8 per cent. St. Louis San Francisco Adjust- 
ment 6s, to yield over 7 per cent, also merit 
consideration.
